For several days the Conemaugh and Stony 
Oreek Valley has been visited by heavy rains 
‘of almost a continuous nature. The stony 
Creek reached its highest point about 9 
o’clock yesterday morning, and after that 
time began to recede gradually. By night it 
nad falien several feet, so that no serious 
Gamage was apprehended. 

VAST VOLUMES OF WATER. 

Butinthe eveninga heavy rain began in 
the Conemaugh Valley, which continued un- 
til about 10 o*clock, when a cioud-burst oc. 
curred near Ebensburg. The valley in 
which the vast volume of water descended is 
atributary of the Conemaugh, and shortly 


‘after the cloud burst the Conemaugh had 


swollen to many times its natural size. The 
volume of water reached this vicinity about 3 
o'clock this morning and was accompanied 
by wholesale destruction. 

The flood was first feit at South Fork, where 
numerous small bulidings were swept away.

For almost two miles this track was ren- 
Gered impassable for trains, and it became 
necessary for trains going either way to use 
the one track.

At East Conemaugh the water beat furious- 
ly againstthe large Pennsylvania railroad 
round-house and weakened the foundation 
80 greatly that it was found necessary to re- 
move all the engines to a place of safety. 
The building, however, stood. 

DEVASTATION IN JOHKSTOWY. 

Several bridges and wooden structures de- 
low Conemaugh were badly damaged, but 
the greatest damage was inthiscity. Inthe 
Eleventh Ward the Oklahoma House, owned 
by Peter Seymour, was caught by the raging 
waters and swept to destruction. A three- 
story building of Phillip Brown was torn 
from its foundation and greatly damaged. 
The iron wridge at this place was badly 
wrecked. Fully $15,000damage was done to 
property within 100 yards of the Pennsylvania 
passenger station here.

People. ‘ 

PITTsBuRG, Fa., May 21.~The floods have 
stopped tra me completely on the Pennsy)- 
vanta Ratiroad, east of Greensburg, which 16 
about twenty-eight miles from ‘Pittsburg. 
The last train to arrive was the Chicago Lim- 
ited, which reached this city at 10 o’clock last 
night. Since then no trains have arrived or 
departed from the East. The troudle is be- 
tween Johnstown and Altoona. The tracks 
are submerged in four feet ob water from 
Conemaugh to Bennington, a distance of 
eighteen miles, and 1,500 feet of track, to- 
gether with the Conemaugh Bridge, have 
been washed away. 

It will take two days to make the repairs 
and in the meantime all Pennsylvania trains 
will go over the Baltimore & Ohio road, con. 
necting at Oonnelisville, Pa. Passengers for 
Harrisburg will be compelled to first go to 
Baltimore. There was a night of great 
anxiety at Jonnstown and few residents in 
the lowlands closed their eyes, The business 
portion of the city is under water and at 
least $100,000 damage has been done. 80 far 
two lives have been lost, but the names are 
not known. 

All day and night Friday and Saturday and 
yesterday the rain descended in torrents 
on Johnstown and the surrounding country. 
Last night there was great alarm when it 
was reported that the reservoir at Kitanning 
Point, afew miles west of Altoona, had 
broken. Fortunately the break was not as 
dad as at first reported. Four large crevas- 
ses were dug down the face ot the dam bya 
wave which rolled across the lake and over 
ite edge to the lowlands beneath. 
The wave is thought to have been caused by 
a cloudburst, and this theory is borne out by 
the fact that there was but the one and that 
the water is now running over the spillway. 
There is no doubt that the dam has been 
weakened and there may be trouble, although 
work is now being done to strengthen it. The 
menand horses who are engaged upon the 
new reservoir, immediately below the pres- 
ent one, have been removed to higher ground 
for safety. 

In this city the rivers are still rising, but a 
stage of more than twenty-five feet is feared. 
This will submerge the lowlands and cause a 
suspension of work in the mills and fac- 
tories along the banks of the streams, but 
will do no other damage. The trains on the 
Baltimore & Ohio, Allegheny and the West- 


ern roads are arriving on time. Unless there 
is more rain the worst in this section is be- 
lisved to be over. The weather, however, is 
still cloudy and threatening. 

Dispatches from many points along the 
Allegheny river report great damage from 
the high water. At Etna and sharpsburg 
the street is submerged and thousands of 
dollars worth of garden truck has deen 
ruined. Many narrow escapes from drown-~ 
ing are reported, but so far there have been 
no fatalities. 

Two lives were lost in the flood this after- 
noon. Adrian Weichel, aged 36, was trying 
to rescue a team of horses near Etna about 
1 o’eloe hen his feet caught in the harness 
and he was drowned. A few minutes later an 
unknown boy 15 seers of age was drowned in 
Allegheny while catching driftwood, Both 
bodies were swept down the stream, 


Carpets Ruined In Bradford. 


BRADFORD, Pa., May 21. — Lima Creek 
reached a higher point yesterday than has 
ever been known before. Twenty streets in 
the valley were inundated. Both branches 


of the creek were raging rivers. Below their 
confluence the food was one-quarter of a 
mile wide and high enough to ruin all the 
lower floor carpets inthe lower partof the 
Sixth Ward. Douglass Dam, Weaver's ice 
house and North Street Bridge are gone. 
The railroad bridges were held down with 
heavily loaded ears. Many families had to 

rescued from thelr homes in boats. 
Luckily there were no fatalities. Many 
streets were navigable, the water reaching 
in some instances above the second floor. 
Firemen were called out as rescuers early 
Sunday morning. A car load of lime got 
wet and fired the storehouse and the firemen 
had to work up to their waists in water. 


All Points Submerged. 


Orn Crrr, Fa., May 21.—The constant rains 
of the past two days have greatly swelled the 
creeks and streamsin this city. All points 
up the river are submerged, but the rise was 
so gradual that tue inhabitants had time to 


prepare for the worst. In thiscity the flats 
are inundated, basements along Seneca, Cen- 
tor and ain streets, in the center of the 
towns are flooded. The National Transit 
shops are under water and work has been 
suspended. 

Considerable apprehension is felt by the 
residents of the flats, many fearing a repeti- 
tion of the calamity of June 5, 1892. This is 
the district that was wiped out by that disas- 
ter with a loss of sixty-nine lives. Men are 
watching the tanks around the granaries 
north of the fats ready to notify the citizens 
to get out at the least sign of danger. 


Cellars Filled With Water.

His Attack Voiced at a Funeral and 
From the Pulpit. 


MEMBERS OF THE PALM LEAF SOCIAL; 


CLUB WILL PROTEST. 


The Death of One of Their Number Led to 
the Attack—A Germon Against “Evi 
Influences’’—OClaim That Fr. Mullen 
Has Been Misled by a Political Enemy 
of the Palm Leaf Organiszation—Spe- 
cial Club Meeting Called. 


At a special meeting of the Palm Leaf So- 
cial Club of North st. Louis, to pe held to- 
night at the club-rooms, No. 912 Palm street, 
it is intended to adopt resolutions strongly 
protesting against an attack said to have 
been made on the club by Fr. Mullen, one 
of the priests of St. Michael's Parish Church, 
to which most of the Palm Leaf members 
belong. The attack in question is reported 
as having been made .by Fr. Mullen 
at the funeral services over the 
body of a deceased member of the Palm Leaf 
Clab last Saturday, and to have been re- 
peated at the regular sermon in St. Michael's 
Church yesterday morning. It is the in- 
tention of the members of the Paim Leaf 
Clab to protest to Fr. Burke, the parish 
priest of St. Michael’s, and to endeavor 
thereby to bave removed from the club the 
stigma which they think Fr. Mullen’s attack 
has placed upon that organization. 

ROAST AT A FUNERAL. 

According tothe story told by club mem. 
bers, the unpleasant affair is one in which 
politics is believed to figure as well as réli- 
gion and club questions, and they are of the 
opinion that Fr. Mullen has been led into an 
attack on the club dy its political enemies. 
The story leading up to the disturbing devel- 
opments of Saturday and yesterday arises 
from the death of a member of the club, 
whose name it is not necessary to mention in 
giving the details of the affair. Fr. Mul- 
len, it is said, had reason to do- 
lieve that the deceased mem.- 
ber of the Palm Leaf ciab 
had been derelict in his religious duties for 
some time previous to his death, owing to 
what the priest believed was the evil influ- 
ence of social club life, and there was oven 
some question as to whether church burial 
should be given the deceased. This was 
finally granted, but at the funeral service it 
is said that Father Mullen took occasion to 
speak strongly of the dangerous influences of 
social club lifeon members of the church, 
and to condemn the social influences which 
he thought dad affected the religious 


standing of the young man over whose body 
his discourse was being delivered. The mem- 
bers of the Palm Leaf Social Club felt that 
the reverend father’s strictures were aimed 
directly at them, and it is said that a request 
was made of him to make some correction or 
modification of his remarks at his sermon 
— ont ng morning. Instead of doing 80 
owever, Father Mullen yesterday continu 
hig attack, and the members of the Palm 
Leaf Social Club now claim that their only 
recourse is to 1 to Father Burke, the 
2323 priest of St. Michaele, to whom 
ather Mullen is an assistant in the parish, 
FR.

Potter’s Field, bleak, weird and gruesome 
with its reminders of forgotten dead ones all 
about, was a sadder place than ever yester- 
Gay. The wintry sky of a backward spring 
overcast the heavens and a coid wind swept 
over the lonesome graves, making the scene 
a doubly dreary one. 

Standing by one of the Jong trenches where 
the city’s unknown and unloved dead are 
buried were two men—one a sad- faced man 
with dark hair and eyes, perhaps 4 years of 
age, the other, younger and fairer. Both of 
them were laboring with deep grief. A num 
berof workmen were digging away at the 
trench. Not so very far nelow the surface of 
the earth a white pine box which answered 
for the poverty stricken’s coffin was uncov- 
ered by the men. 

It was lifted out and opened but the two 
men shook their heads.

THB CORPSE IDENTIFIED. 

This corpse was that of John Francis Ma- 
hon, and the two men who stood beside the 
pauper grave were bis brothers, James A. 
and Joseph, who, hearing of their kKinsman’s 
fate, had come all the way from Chicago to 
pay tribute to his memory and to rescue his 
remains from utter oblivion. 

John Mahon’s life was a peculiarly sad

Troubie at All Railroad Points on the 
Rapidly Rising River. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 21.—A telegram 
from General Manager Shephard of the Penn- 
sylvania road reports that the rain con- 
tinued to falluntil 2 o’clock this morning, 
causing much trouble along the line east of 
Altoona.

At5o’clock tbis morning the west 
branch of the Susquehanna was 27 feet 
above the low water line and rising at the 
rate of é inches an hour. The river is now 
About as highas it was during the flood of 
1889 and water is running through 
the streets of Williamsport. Some 
rivermen estimate that it will go about four 
feet higher, while others think the worst is 
over and that the fall Will begin soon. 

At Renova, N and Karthous, about 
sixty miles north of Williamsport, the river 
has fallen over two feet at 10 o’clock this 
morning. Mont bridge, the mile- 
long structure which spans the West branch, 
ust north of Watsontown, is weighted with 

eavily laden freight cars this morning, and 
until the water recedes no traffic will be 
allowed to cross the bridge. The Pacific ex-

on the ground ready to repairall damage as 
soon as the water falls.

IN THE GENESEE VALLEY. 


A Vast Scene of Desolation the Result of 
the Great Flood. 


DANSVILLE, N. Y., May 21.—The flood now 
being experienced is the worst that has oe- 
ocurred in the Genesee Valley for years. The 
water is two feet abovethe high water mark 
ofthe great freshet five years ago. As far as 
the eye can see Gown the valley is a vast ex 
panse of water. Immense trees torn from 
the banks of the raging streams and all sorts 


of timbers and wreckage are floating every- 
where, presenting a scene of destruction ter- 
rible to contemplate. 

The destruction of growing and newly 

lanted crops is complete, and the damage 

he farmers have sustained will run up into 
the hundreds of thousands. The Bradner 
Creek at Cumminsville has swept everything 
along its banks, carrying down acres 
of rich farming land and depositing the 
soil in the creeks in the valle 
below. The Canazeraga valley has suf- 
fered terribly. Bridges are carried away and 
the main roadway is cut out and washed 
away for rods in many places, rendering it 
impassible. Great damage has been done in 
Stony brook Glen and the gorge is dammed in 
several places to a great height with trees 
and fiood wood. The Danville 4 Mount Nor- 
ris road is under water for miies and traffic 
issuspended. The bridge below town, an 
immense wooden structure, is under water 
and fears are entertained that it is becoming 
undermined and will be swept away. The 
situation in the valley is deplorable and it 
will take along time to recover from the 
effects of the terrible food that now prevails.

HR CHARGES THE OHIO SYNOD WITH 
GRAVE ERRORS OF JUDOMENT. 


“Restore Me to the Exercise of My Kin- 
istry’’—Fifteen Months of Suspension 
~The Subject of Congressional Purity 
~Seminaries Disoussed-—The Day's 
Proceedings in Detail. 


SARATOGA, N. L., May 21.—Amoneg the over- 
tures ro ported to the Presbyterian General 
Assembly to-day was one from the Presby- 
tery. of New Albany upon the subject of per- 
sonal purity of members of Congress. 

Judictal case No. 1, which is the official de- 
siguation of the Smith case, was reported 
with the reccommendation that tbe appeal 
be entertained, both parties having agreed 
to waive the right to be heard on this qtes- 
tion. If the assembly votes to entertain the 
appeal, three hours are given to Prof. 
Smith to present his case, four hours to 
the committee on prosecution and 
an additional hour to Prof. Smith, twenty 
minutes to the Synod of Ohio and two hours 
to the Assembiy. At the close of this time 
the vote is to be taken upon each allegation 
of error and nd of appeal separately. It 
was then decided to make the consideration 
of this case a special order for Thursday next 
at 10 o’clock, to continue until finished, hav- 
ing precedence over all other orders. 

he hour for the consideration ofthe ques- 
tion of ae re having arrived, the 
hoor was taken dy Thomas McDougal of Cin- 
cinnati, who announced that he desired to 
explain the third recommendation of the 
committee. He denied any desire or pur- 
pose of centralization. With regard to the 
present seminaries, the assembly can do 
3 without the consent of the semina- 
ries and the property remains just where it 
is. It can ouly interfere in the case of mis- 
use of funds regarding which a trust has 
been declared. 


PROF. SMITH’S APPEAL. 

Prof. Smith’s appeal begins by reciting the 
charges and specifications, which are in 
brief that in a pamphlet entitled ‘‘Biblical 
Scholarship and Inspiration, issued while 


he was a professor in Lane Theological 
Seminary at Cincinnati, he taught that the 
Holy Spirit dia not so control the inspired 
writers in their composition of the holy 
scriptures as to make their utteranees abso- 
lutely truthful, 1. ., free from error, when 
interpreted in their natural and intended 
sense. 

The appeal further recites the trial and 
conviction of Prof. Smith by the Cincinnati 
Presbytery and its findingof suspension from 
the ministry until he should renounce his 
errors; also the affirmation of judgment by 
the synoa of Ohio, Oct. 138, 1893. 

Prof. Smith then says: 

*‘*‘Deeming myself axgrieved by this sen- 
tence and unjustly deprived of my rights 
und privileges asa minister of Jesus Christ 
I gave dus notice of appeal to the synod o 
Olio, and filed the same with the State Clerk 
uf the Presbytery within the time required 
by the Book of Discipline. At the meeting of 
the Synod of Ohio, held in Cincinnati Oct. 10 
to 13, 1893, I presented my appeal, with speci- 
fications of the. errors of the Presbytery. 

These are in substance similar to those 
ascribed to the Synod given below.“ 


NOT SUSTAINED. 
As Prof. Smith says, the appeal with these 
specifications of error was found in order by 
the synod, after which the judgment, the 
notice of appealand the appeal were read, 


and the synod decided that the appeal should 


be entertuined. After the parties were heard 
and opportunity to be heard had n given 
to the members of the synod the synod pro- 
ceeded to vote on each of the above twelve 
specifications oferror. Nooneof these was 
sustained, the highest vote to sustain being 
51 against 78 not to sustain. Thereupon the 
noderator declared the judgment of the 
presbytery of Cincinnati to be affirmed. 

Having obtained no relief from the synod 
of Ohio, I now appeal tothe General Assem- 
bly, the highest court of the church. I pray 
your honorable body toreview the action of 
the synod by which the decision of thé Pres- 
bytery was confirmed. I pray you to issue 
the case in accordance with justice and the 
constitution of the church; to reverse the 
decision of the lower courts and to restore 
me to the exercise of my minist from 
which I have been excladed, havingin sub- 
mission to the discipline of the church suf- 
fered this privation forthe space of fifteen 
montns. 

TWELVE ERRORS.

Remains of Wm. F. Coleman and Mary 
Soule Buried To-Day. 


Shortly agter 11 o’clock this morning three 
Carriages anda hearse left Lynch’s under- 
taking rooms, at 1216 Olive street, en route 
for Bellefontaine Cemetery. The car- 
riages contained a rather distinguished 
funeral party, comprising Mrs. W. T. Coleman, 


her son, Mr. Cariton Coleman, Prot. Frank 
D. Srule ot the University of California and 
wife, their son, Beach Soule, Mrs. Henry D. 
Bacon and Miss Carrie Bacon. The party had 
come all the way from San Francisco on the 
sad mission of burying the remains of 
the late William T. Coleman and Miss 
Mamie Soule in the Bellefontaine Cemetery 
vault wherein lie the remains ofthe Cole- 
man, Bacon and Page families. 

Miss Soule died in Californiain January, 
at the age of 20, while Mr. Coleman passed 
away there in November, aged 69. Mr. Cole- 
man was well known to many old st. 
Loulsans. Born in Cynthiana, * 
he came to St. Louls when 
16 years of age and, after workingtwo years 
atthe carpenter’s trade, went to the St. 
Louis University and fnished a four years’ 
course in two years. He then associated 
himself with a local lumber firm with whom 
he remained four or five years. 
He went to California in 1849 and 
after remaining a while in Sacramento, went 
into the merchanise commission business in 
San Francisco under the firm name of Wm. 
T. Coleman & Co., and made a large fortune. 
He returned here in 1882 and marred Miss 
Carrie Page, daughter of Daniel D. Page, 
St. Louis’ second Mayor. 

Mr. Coleman was quite prominent in San 
Francisco. Way back in i851 he joined the 
Vigilante Committee organized to suppress 
the lawlessness with which the city was then 
cursed. He ably assisted in downing 
the disturbers. When another outbreak 
occurred in 1856 ne was chosen 
President of the Vigilantes, and led the citi- 
zens’ forces against the rebellious working- 
men, who were urged on by the erch-agita- 
tors, Corey and Casey. During the trouble 


these two shot James King of Willlam,a 


prominent newspaper man, whose journal 
denounced their movement, and the 
Vigtilantes had them hung for tk, 
and this ended the Gisturbance. 
In 1877, again, when Dennis Kearney incited 
the laboring classes to rise up in arms, Mr. 
Coleman again took hold of the citizens’ 
movement and downed Kearney and his fol- 
lowers.

TURNED INTO A LAKE. 

Sr. Pact, Minn., May 21.—The Mississippi 
River is still rising ata rapid rate. The dis- 
trict Delowthe high bridge has grown into 
a veritable lake.

The Disaster of 1889. 


The great Johnstown flood, which has gone 
into history as the most stupendous calamity 
ot the century, began its work of devasta- 
tion on the morning of the last day of May, 


1889. From that day until June 7the work of 
destruction continued, and when the result 
was summed up, — valued high up in 
the millions was washed away andthe loss of 
life had reached the appaling figures of 15,000. 
This unprecedented calamity was caused by 
the bursting of a dam on the south fork of 
the Conemaugh River, some ten miles above 
the city of Johnstown. The water, likea 
vast wall, released from its imprisonment, 
rushed down the valiey and swept every- 
thing before it. This dam has since 
been rebulit. It 2 to a hunting 
and fishing club o wealthy res- 
idents of Pennsyivania cities. Shoula 
the rain and fi now in progress in that 
region swell the streams as in the flood of 
1889, there may be a repetition of the disaster 
of that year, 


Panſo in Bradford. 


BRADFORD, Pa., May 21.—The water which 
covered twenty of Bradford’s streets to the 
depth of several feet is receding, and 
it is believed that the flood has spent 


its force. The property loss here is 
at least $12,000. There was no loss of life, but 
there were numerous narrow escapes. An 
18-months-old baby was rescued from the 
angry waters by an intrepid swimmer, and 
many acts of heroism are reported. 

A panic was caused last night by the report 
that the waterworks’ reservoir, seven miles 
west of this place, had bufst.

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EXPORTS OF GOLD. 


A small export movement in gold is 
again alarming those who forget that we 
have never kept and cannot expect to keep 
all the gold we annually add tothe world’s 
stock of that metal. 

Business is slack and there is such a glut 
of unemployed money in our banks that 
the foreign owners of some of it are tak- 
ing it home again in the form of the pre- 
clous metals, both gold and silver, and 
we have no more occasion to be 
alarmed at the exportation of gold 
than at the fact that the surplus product 
of our eilver mines also finds a market 
abroad. 

There is nothing in trade conditions to 
foreshadow any dangerous drainage of 
gold. In the ten months ending May 
1, low as the prices of our sta- 
ple products were, our mer- 
chandise exports amounted to $773,883, 868 
and our merchandise imports. to 
only $545,880,906, showing an excess 
of $228,002,962 of exports over imports; 
whereas in the ten months ending May 1. 
1893, our imports were $720,751,144 and our 
exports §712,751,144, showing an excess of 
58, 500, 000 of imports over exports. 

The export movement of gold simply 
shows that we are paying foreign loans 
with money for which there seems to be 
no business demand at home. 
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WHAT WILL REPUBLICANS DO} 
The Democrats of Missouri have made a 
clear issue against political proscription 
on account of creed. They have unequiv- 
ocally condemned church discrimination 
in politics. What will the Republicans of 
the State do about it? 

It has been charged thatthe A. P. A.

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JUST PRINCIPLES IN COINAGE. 


The coinage platform of the Missouri 
Democracy, especially that part of it 
which relates to the readjustment of the 
ratio by determining the relative appreci- 
ation of gold and depreciation of silver, 
has provoked widespread interest, It has 
also received approbation from unexpected 
quarters. In view of these facts it is in- 
teresting to note how closely it agrees with 
the opinion of the Sage of Democracy. 

In.a paper relating to the coinage and 
money system to be adopted for ttie United 
States, Jefferson briefly outlined the prin · 
ciples governing the question as follows: 

The proportion between the values of 
gold and silver is a mercantile problem 
entirely. Just principles will lead us to dis- 
regard legal proportions altogether to in- 
quire into the market price of gold in the 
several countries wien which we shall 
principally be connected in commerce, and 
to take an average from them. 

Principles never vary and they are as 


sound to-day and under all circumstances 
as they were when Jefferson first ex- 
pounded them. There is no warrant either 
in principle or reason for the adoption of 
an arbitrary ratio between the two metals 
without reference to their values. 

But the just principles which would 
lead us toinquire into the values of the 
metals would also lead us to in- 
quire into the relative apprecia- 
tion or depreciation of the metals 
with a view to establishing justice 
in the adjustment of the ratio. In this 
matter the admission of those who have 
been most active in the demonetization of 
silver that the world is suffering from the 
great appreciation of the gold standard is 
mostimportant. It shows that the justice 
at least of the method suggested in the 
Missouri platform is universally recog- 
nized.

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Billy Magrane’s Methods Investigated 


JOCERY M'INTYRE CLAIMED TA TA WAS 


A Chicago rurt Sensation in ‘Whiten St. 


Louleans were the Frinotpal Figures

Bookmaker and horse owner William Ma- 
grane of st. Louis and his jockey, Mcintyre, 
who also halls from this city, got into trou- 
ble at Hawthorne last week as the result of 
the peculiar in-and-out ranning of Magrane’s 
filly, Ta Ta, ridden by Mcintyre. The result 
of the investigation made into the matter is

intyre and was badly beaten. Ae, makes the 
charge that the mare was ‘‘staffed’’ théday he rove 
her, but does not offer any proof of the fast except 
hie own opinion of the mare’s former racing when 
ne rede der at Koby. Melntyre charges that Ma- 
grane disehareed him at — because he (Meln- 
tyre) refused to pull the mare Nauee in a race at that 
track in order to let Tom Karl win the race; that 
Magrane told him before the race that he and his 
friends were all betting om Tom Kari. MolIntyre 
save he refused to pull and that he went on and won 
with Nance. All of this Magrane — 1 de- 
pies and says Melatyre only makes the charge in or- 
der to eover up his own crookedness. Magrane 
thinks Melstyre pulled his mare Ta la Wednesda‘, 
but made nocharges against him until the judges 
started the investigation. Magerane proinees 3300 
worth of ticke's that he bet on his mare ana 
Mcintyre admits that Magrane showed him the 
tlekets before the race and promised nim §50 of the 
money fora winning ride. The weight of proof is in 
Magrane’s favor, aud yet we think the proof is not 
sufficiently strong against Mcintyre to warrant his 
being ruled off, asthe mare quit under him ia the 
stretch while under severe punishment. All parties 
were let off without punishment but were admon- 
ished te be careful in the future. 

Magrane formerly operated a billiard-room 
on Pine street in this city, but since he re- 
turned to the turf about two years ago he 
has wade his headquarters around Chicago. 
He booked and raced his horses at East St. 
Louis last winter until the Roby track 
opened, when he returned to Chicago, ac- 
companied by Jockey McIntyre. The latter 
rode for Mike Conroy, the owner of Frankie 
D., Liberty Bell and other selling platers, be- 
fore Magrane secured him.

Owners have no more right to refuse to pay 
them than they have their feed bills. he 
rule against winter racing is another just 
measure, andif the Turf Congress doesn’t 
enforce it the time is sure to come when the 
lilinois Legislature will stop the game, as the 
New Jersey authorities did last year. Ed 
Corrigan, as everyone knows, runs his track 
in the winter or, atleast, he did do it two 
yearsago. This explains his opposition to 
the Winter racing rule, but, as stated above, 
why it should %e obnoxious tothe Fair Asso- 
clation and Washington Park is inexplicable.

He was 
sent to Lapland by the Interior Department 
and after traveling more than 500 miles in 
that country, made a contract with five 
families to goto AlasKa for three years and 
there manage the herds of reindeer already 
brought from Siberia, as well as some yet to 
be introduced. The oldest of the party ts 67 
anc the youngest 4. Ihe head of each family 
will receive 1355 per year ana subsistence for 
their services and their passage to and from 
Alaska guaranteed by the lepartment. 


Eleventh enseus Abstract. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 21.—The results 
ofthe work of the eleventh census will be 
summed up in ab abstract which has been 
aimost completed at the Census Bureau. 


The publication will give all the totals for 
the different subjects for which figures were 
complied by special agents and enumerators. 
Concerning the matter, Carroll D. White 
Superintendent of the Census Bureau, said 
to-day: 

ne preparation of an abstract not ex- 
ceeding 250 pages was authorized by a recent 
act of Congress. There will be 100,000 copies 
published. It isto be the popular condensa- 
tion of the twenty-four volumes of thre cen- 
sus and will contain all the chief totals by 
States, the facts to be brought into compari- 
son with tnose for 1880. So far as pulation 
is concerned, it will embody the totals for 
countries and cities. Figures of manu- 
factures, agriculture, transportation, insur- 
ance, churches and wealth, debt and taxa- 
tion willbe given by the States. Theab- 
stract will form acompact octavo volume, 
bound in cloth, and willbe ready for distri- 
bution between July lbs and si. The manu- 
script copy is almost ready andthe Govern. 
ment printing office wiil put the work 
through witbout delay. A volume of this 
character has not been issued since the cen- 
sus of 1860.“

BaRCELONA, May 71.—The six Anarchists, 
Codina, Oeresuela, Sogas, Bernat, Villaru- 
bia and Mir, sentenced to death after having 
been convicted of complicity in the attempt 
of Pallas to assassinate Capt. Gen. Martines 
Campos, and of being concerned in the Liceo 
Theater bomb outrage, were executed at 4 
o’clock this morning outside the citadel of 
Mont Juich. 

The prisoners passed the night previous in 
the chapel of the fortress after force had 
been used to compel them to do so. | , 

REVOLUTIONARY SHOUTS. 

Rain was falling heavily this morning when 
the condemned men were taken from the 
chapel through subterraneous passages to 
the place of execution. The first of the 
doomed men to appear was Sogas. then came 
Ceresuela. They showed signs of repentence 
and joined in the prayers of the priests who 
accompanied the prisoners to the place of 
death. COecreztela was quiet and appeared to 
be praying silently. These were the only 
ones who seemed impressed with their im- 
pending doom. Their companions shouted 
all kinds of revolutionary cries while on the 
way to execution. 

KILLED BY TWO VOLLEYS. 

Troops were drawnup outside the castle 
walls, forming three sides of a square. The 
fourth side was closed in by the walls of the 
citadel. The six Anarchists were placed in a 


line with their faces tothe wall. Standing 
a short distance behind the condemned was 
the fring „ At the frst volley only 
four of the convicts felldead and a second 
volley was necessary in the cases of Sogas 
and Codinato complete their execution. 
There was no disorder. 


Emil Henri Guillotined. 


Paris, May 21.—Emil Henri, the anarchist 
who blew up the cafe of the Hotel Terminus. 
on Feb. 12, met death atthe guillotine early 
yesterday morning. A strong effort was 


made by his counsel to get President Carnot 
to reprieve him, but he refused to do so. 

Henri was led from the prison at 4:12. He 
was very pale, but kept up a brave appear 
ance, shouting as he came into the open air, 
Vive l’anarchie.’’ He walked with diffii- 
culty owing to his pinions. As he saw the 
crowd around the instrument of execution, 
he called out, Courage, comrades. vive 
l’anarchie.,’’ 

Then they seized him and bound him to the 
basket. There was a flash of the knife, 
another cry of vive l’anarchie‘’’ Henri'’s 
bloody head rolled into the basket and the 
crowd turned, joking, away. 


Missing and May Be Murdered. 


CHicaGco, III., May 21.—The police to-day 
arrived at the conclusion that W. A. Sims. 
rott, Grand Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Society, had been 
murdered, and Inspector Shea has issued 
circulars offering a reward for the miss- 
ing man’s body. Simsrott has deen miss- 
ing since the night of May 12, and 
no trace of bim has been found. His dDooks 
have been audited and found to be straight 
and no reason for his voluntary disappear- 
ance ig known. A reward of $100 has been 
offered for reliable information regarding 
him, and $500 for the recovery of bis body, 


A Bloody Family Feud. 


SOUTHVILLE, Mass., May 21.—John and 
James Rafferty on one side and Peter, 
Thomas and John Kelly on the other indulged 
in a saloon fight yesterday with the result 


that James Rafferty and Peter Kelly wera 
fatally wounded and John Rafferty and 
Thomas Kelly shot more or less seriously. 
The fight was the result of an old family fued. 
The men wereall drinking and gotto quar- 
reling abouta woman. James Rafferty was 
the first to draw his gun and they all followed 
suit, blasing away untl every cartridge in 
the five revolvers was empted.
